footing This  is  the  evil  against  which  Boston 

shouldset  its  face  like  a flint,  and  resolve  to  stop 
it  where  it  is,  to  reduce  it  and  root  it  out  as  fast 
as  possible  — No  excuse  for  giving  alms,  large  or 
small,  before  inquiry  and  without  knowledge  ex- 
ists in  Boston.... Three  societies  exist,  all  in  the 
Chanty  building,  any  one  of  which  will  answer  ■ 
momptly  any  letter  of  inquiry  about  any  case. 
Any  one  of  them  will  see  that  alms,  if  needed, ?are 
given,  so  that  no  suffering  can  occur:  The  over- 

seers of  the  poor,  the  Provident  Association  and 
the  Associated  Chanties.  Mail  any  letter  to  any 
of  these  societies.  Charity  building.  Char- 
don  street.  AJl  these  societies  are  working  in 
harmony,  the  two  first  giving  relief  where  need- 
ed, with  oevoted  visitors  ready  to  investigate  and 
relieve  all  distress;  the  Associated  Charities, 
with  a corps  of  filendly  visitors,  large  and  grow- 
ing larger,  aiming  to  help  every  family*  to  regain 
its  independence  where  this  is  oossib’e,  and  in 
most  parts  of  the  city  having  also  regular  paid 
agents,  whose  main  duty  it  will  always  be  to 
find  how  men  and  women,  boys  and  girls, can  best 
be  made  self-supporting.  Begging  is  a crime  by 
law.

THE  SUBSTANCE  OF  AN  ADDEESS 

At  the  Annwereary  of  the  Qougregational  PuhlUhing  Society 
May  28,  1879.  '

There  are  some  respects  in  which  a man  is  better 
than  a book;  there  are  some  respects  in  which  a book 
better  than  a man.  The  book  is  cheaper ; when  we 
ha^e  paid  for  it,  it  is  ours;  it  costs  nothing  to  feed  or 
clothe  It ; It  needs  no  recreation  by  travel,  or  the  tarry 
among  the  hills.  It  brings  to  us  the  best  thou<rhts  of 
the  writer.  He  has  thought  long  and  deeply,  and  con- 
densed his  learning,  and  given  to  it  the  best  form  for 
our  use.  We  might  not  be  able  to  get  access  to  the 
man,  or  the  interview  might  be  hurried.  If  he  came 
unprepared  to  profit  by  his  visit. 
When  his  book  comes,  it  is  to  stay.  It  waits  on  our 
Closure.  It  allows  us  to  turn  from  it,  and  come  back 
when  we  will.  We  can  ask  it  to  repeat  its  words  till 
we  are  sure  they  are  our  own.  It  is  twentv-three  miles

fT  Wohssor  whose  ripe  “ Studies  of 

the  Old  Testament”  we  can  in  a few  moments  make 
our  own.  The  learned  professor  of  Hebrew  mi^ht  have 


no  time  for  us ; but  here  are  hours  and  weeks  of  time 
embodied  in  this  book  named  “ The  Soul,”  which  we 
can  readily  have  for  our  own.  The  privilege  is  not 
restricted.  So  many  as  wish,  they  can  have  the  whole, 
and  take  it  and  send  it  where  they  will.  \^Tlen  Theo- 
dore Rousseau  was  sketching  an  oak-tree,  a rustic  said 
it  was  folly  to  make  the  picture,  when  he  could  see  the 
tree  itself.  But  what  of  the  night,  or  the  distant  land, 
where  he  might  wish  to  look  upon  the  tree  ? The  book 
will  live  when  the  author  is  dead.  It  can  speak  in  a 
thousand  places  when  upon  his  lips  has  dropped  the 
long  silence.  The  book  has  in  it,  as  Milton  said,  “ a 
potency  of  life.” 

It  is  the  work  of  this  Society  to  call  into  being,  and 
to  give  to  the  land  and  the  world,  such  books  as  will 
serve  men  well,  and  advance  the  cause  ti  which  the 
Church  is  pledged.  The  work  is  essential  to  every 
society  which  appears  on  this  platform  to-day.  Each 
of  them  needs  the  book,  and  such  books  as  are  pro- 
vided by  this  agency.  These  organizations  are  grouped 
in  yonder  stately  building ; and  the  corner-stone  of  the 
house  is  the  corner  store,  and  in  the  corner  store  is  the 
Publishing  Society. 

But  why  is  any  thing  asked  here  for  a work  so  need- 
ful ? Are  not  these  books  sold  ? Is  not  this  Society  as 
other  booksellers  ? The  books  are  sold.  The  Report 
which  is  before  you  shows  sales  for  the  past  year  to  the 
amount  of  $75,963.  This  sum  has  been  received  almost 
entirely  for  religious  books  and  papers.  Yet  as  we 
send  out  missionaries  at  our  expense,  while  many  minis- 
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ters  receive  their  salary  from  the  churches  which  they 
serve,  so  must  we  add  to  the,  books  for  which  we  receive 
pay  books  which  are  sent  out  at  our  own  expense. 
The  missionary  must  have  the  book,  that  it  may  in- 
struct him  and  cheer  him.  He  needs  it,  that  on  his 
lonely  field  he  may  have  the  best  and  latest  thoughts  of 
wise  men  to  use  against  the  error  and  unbelief  which  he 
confronts.  We  have  our  public  and  private  libraries : 
he  is  far  from  such  storehouses.  Wo  can  at  least  help 
him  with  the  new  books  which  are  suited  to  his  work. 
Every  one  of  us  would  be  glad  to  put  in  the  hands  of 
every  missionary  in  the  land  this  handsome  book,  the 
last  utterance  of  Andover  upon  the  theme  vital  to  every 
man’s  well-being.  It  were  worth  its  cost  only  to  have 
its  title  look  down  from  his  dreary  shelf,  and  in  its 
golden  letters  say,  “The  Soul.”  The  man  is  toiling  in 
the  “ here,”  with  all  its  trials,  aU  its  opportunities,  in 
a present  which  crowds  so  closely  about  him,  that  it 
would  not  be  strange  if  sometimes  he  forgot  there  is 
any  thing  beyond.  Let  him  know,  that  as  the  sea  lies 
against  the  land,  and  summer  rests  upon  spring,  so  the 
“hereafter”  reaches  ^fom  the  “here.”  Would  not 
every  weary,  desolate  man  find  his  life  start  anew  if 
his  eye  should  but  read  this  title,  “ The  Soul  Here  and 
Hereafter  ” ? But  how  shall  he  have  the  book,  unless 
it  be  sent  ? He  needs  such  books  as  are  made  by  this 
agency  for  his  work  among  the  people.  His  parish  is 
large.  Who  shall  come  and  watch  the  seed  he  sows  ? 
IVlio  shall  work  with  him  when  he  has  gone  across  the 
field?  Books  will  do  it.  Books  well  chosen,  wisely 
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placed,  will  be  efficient  colleagues.  How  shall  the  books 
enter  upon  the  office,  unless  they  be  sent  ? 

Along  these  lines  lies  the  work  of  this  Publishing 
Society.  It  is  to  make  books,  and  some  books  which 
otherwise  might  not  be  made;  it  is  to  keep  them  in 
being  when  their  worth  is  great,  but  the  demand  for 
them  is  small.  We  send  men  to  those  who  have  not 
sought  them,  and  thus  make  a desire  for  them.  We 
can  do  the  same  with  books.  The  Society  makes  books 
and  papers  to  sell  to  the  minister,  the  Sabbath  school, 
the  man,  and  the  child.  It  procures  books  and  papers 
which  others  have  made,  and  places  them  within  the 
reach  of  its  patrons.  It  wiU  sell  its  wares  for  as  low  a 
price  as  any  honest  dealer  will  require.  The  Society 
has  one  very  peculiar  feature  in  its  work:  whatever 
profit  results  is  spent  for  the  good  of  its  patrons,  or  in 
their  benevolent  efforts.  The  Publishing  Society  be- 
longs to  the  Congregational  churches.  You,  and  those 
who  are  with  you,  have  here  an  invested  capital  of  over 
thirty-nine  thousand  dollars.  With  all  kind  feeling 
towards  other  publisher.^,  whose  debtors  we  all  are, 
whose  work  is  more  general  thagj  ours,  but  who  proper- 
ly pursue  their  business  for  their  own  advantage,  this 
Society  may  well  claim  that  it  is  a proper  thing  that  the 
Congregational  churches  should  employ  their  own  capi- 
tal, and  foster  their  own  enterprise.  If  you  have  a mill 
which  is  but  partially  employed,  you  surely  will  carry 
your  own  grain  to  it,  rather  than  pass  by  to  a stranger’s 
mill,  where  you  must  pay  toll.  This  is  not  small,  nar- 
row : it  is  the  principle  on  which  business-men  conduct 
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business.  Understand,  brethren : this  Society,  this 
capital,  these  hooks,  are  yours.  The  Society  has  no 
personality.  It  asks  no  favors,  and  needs  none.  If  the 
churches  in  their  work  do  not  need  these  books,  the 
Society  does  not  need  their  money.  What  will  shrewd 
men  do  with  this  thirty-nine  thousand  dollars  but  use  it 
shrewdly?  We  ask  two  things:  first,  gifts  of  money, 
by  which  IBooks  can  be  given  away ; secondly,  we  ask 
that  the  owners  of  this  Congregational  mill  shall  patron- 
ize it.  The  stream  is  full  and  strong;  the  wheels  are 
turning  steadily.  Bring  your  grain  to  your  own  door. 
The  result  will  be,  better  flour  and  better  bread.  The 
more  question-books,  the  more  “Well-Springs,”  the 
more  library-books,  you  buy  at  your  own  store,  the  more 
capital  will  there  be  for  better  books  and  papers.  More- 
over, the  more  profit  there  is  in  your  business,  the  more 
books  can  be  given  where  they  will  carry  forward  the 
work  you  are  striving  to  do  here  and  in  aU  the  land. 
You  are  in  this  business  of  yours  in  friendly  alliance 
with  other  publishers ; and  it  is  safe  to  say,  that,  while 
they  would  be  glad  of  your  patronage,  they  will  com- 
mend you  for  a prudent  use  of  your  own  capital.  By 
this  policy  you  will  help  all  your  good  work,  and  honor 
Him  at  whose  feet  wise  men  sit  that  they  may  he  taught; 
to  whose  arms  trustful  mothers  gave  their  children,  that 
He  might  lay  his  hands  upon  them. 
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Ministers’  and  Actors’  Salaries 
Compared.  Eemarks  are  often  made 
implying  that  the  ministers  are  overpaid 
or  at  least  that  such  men  as  Mr.  Beech- 
er and  Dr.  Storrs  are  extravagantly 
paid.  The  following  figures,  given  by 
the  New  York  Tribune,  are  worthy  of 
being  borne  in  mind  ; Beecher  gets  $20,- 
000;  Edwin  Booth,  $100,000  a year; 
Dr.  Hall,  of  Fifth  avenue,  and  Dr.’Dix, 
of  Trinity,  get  $15,000,  while  E.  A. 
Sothern  earns  over  150.000,  as  “Lord 
Dundreary,”  and  John  E.  Owens  plays 
thirty  weeks  annually  for  $90,000. 
Taimage  preaches  for  $12,000,  and  Joe 
JefFerson  plays  forty  weeks  at  “Rip  Van  ' 
Winkle”  and  earns  $120,000.  The 
scholarly  and  gifted  Dr.  Slorrs  has 
$10,000,  and  Maggie  Mitchell  earns 
$80,000  to  $5C,o0i).  Dr.  Cuyler  works 
hard  and  faithfully  far  $8,000  a year, 
i while  Dion  Boucicault  finished  a season 
as  the  “Sliaugraun,’^  etc.,  at  $3,000  a 
week,  and  his  managers  scolded  him 
in  the  public  prints  because  he  w'ould 
not  play  longer  at  the  same  price.  Dr. 
Potter,  of  Grace  church,  has  $10,000, 
and  a parsonage ; the  eloquent  Dr. 
Tiffany  has  $10,000  ; the  once  vigorous, 
now  venerable, Dr.  Chapin  gets  $10,000, 
while  pretty  Miss  Neilson  makes  over 
' $150,000  a year,  and  Fanny  Davenport 
earns  $1,0('0  every  week  she  plays.

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Dr.  iiegg,  whose  attituae  on  this  occasion 
was  allowed  by  friends  and  opponents  alike  to 
be  the  only  one  that  was  consistently  logical, 
then  moved  simply  that  the  Assembly  pro- 
ceed with  the  probation  of  the  libel.  He 
subjected  Sir  Henry  IWoncrieff’s  motion  to  a 
searching  criticism,  and  condemned  it  as 
both  unprecedented  and  unjust  He  also 
showed  that  if  it  were  passeo.  Professor 
Smith  would  still  be  at  liberty  to  promulgate 
his  obnoxous  views  from  the  pulpit.  Mr. 
Joseph  Wood  (elder)  seconded  Dr.  Begg’s 
motion.  Dr.  Beith  then  rose  amid  applause 
to  propose  the  motion  which,  as  it  became 
the  finding  of  the  House,  may  be  given  in  full : 
— “ The  General  Assembly,  considering  that 
the  course  of  the  case  has  confirmed  the  re- 
port of  the  College  Committee,  that  they  had 
not  found  any  ground  sufficient  to  justify  a 
process  for  here.sy  against  Professor  Kobert- 
son  Smith,  inasmuch  as  seven  of  the  eight 
counts  in  the  original  libel  have  been 
found  irrelevant,  wMe,  with  regard  to  the  re- 
maining count,  the  explanations  offered  by 
Professor  Smith  at  various  stages,  and  in 
particular  his  answer  to  the  amended  libel, 
afford  satisfactory  evidence  that  in  this 
aspect  of  the  case,  also,  there  is  no  sufficient 
ground  to  support  a process  for  heresy,  do  re- 
solve to  withdraw  the  libel  against  him. 
Further,  the  Assembly,  finding  that  Professor 
Smith  is  blameworthy  for  the  unguarded  and 
incomplete  statements  of  his  articles  which 
have  occasioned  much  anxiety  in  the  Church 
and  given  offence  to  many  brethren  zealous 
for  the  honour  of  the  Word  of  God,  instruct 
the  Moderator  to  admonish  Professor  Smith 
with  due  solemnity  as  to  the  past,  in  the 
confident  expectation  that  the  defects  referred 
to  will  be  guarded  against  and  avoided  in  time 
to  come.  And,  finally,  the  Assembly  declares 
that  in  declining  to  decide  on  these  critics 
views  by  way  of  discipline,  the  Church  e\^. 
presses  no  opinion  in  favour  of  their  truth  qj. 
probability,  but  leaves  the  ultimate  decigjgjj 
to  future  inquiry  in  the  spirit  of  patie#^,^^^ 
humility,  and  brotherly  charity,  admonish jjjg 
professors  to  remember  that  they  are  not 
for  the  propagating  of  their  own  opinio; 
but  for  the  maintenance  of  the  doctrine  ami 
truth  committed  to  the  Church.”  ~ 
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After  a debate,  which 


lasted  eleven  hours,  the  Assembly  began  to 
divide  at  11.15  p.m.,  and  it  was  not  till  an 
hour  and  a-half  later  that  the  final  result  was 
declared.  On  the  first  vote  Dr.  Beith’s 
motion  was  carried  by  287  to  256  over  Dr. 
Begg’s.  The  successful  motion  was  then 
pitted  against  Dr.  Laidlaw’s,  when  there 
voted  for  the  latter  only  51,  against  274. 
Then  came  the  real  tug  of  war  between  the 
motions  of  Sir  Eenry  Moncriefi  and  Dr. 
Beith,  and  the  result  was  announced  as 
follows : —

(On  the  publication  of  the  division  lists  it  was  , 
found  that  the  majority  was  nine,  instead  of 
seven,  the  numbers  being  299  to  290.)  On  | 
the  numbers  becoming  known  the  wildest 
enthusiasm  prevailed.  Such  cheering  has 
rarely  been  heard  within  the  Free  Assembly 
Hall  j while  the  ladies  showed  their  delight 
by  waving  their  handkerchiefs  even  after  the 
applause  had  begun  to  subside.  When  | 
silence  was  restored,  the  Moderator  admon-  ‘ 
ished  Professor  Smith  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  successful  motion,  and  the  Pro- 
fessor, in  the  course  of  a brief  reply,  said  that 
while  he  thanked  God  for  the  issue,  he  had  ! 
never  been  more  sensible  than  on  that 
occasion  of  the  blame  which  rested  upon  him 
for  statements  v/hich  had  proved  to  be  so 
incomplete  that  at  the  end  of  three  years  the 
opinion  of  the  Assembly  was  so  divided  upon 
them.

OTHER  SPEAKERS. 

Colonel  T.  W.  Higgiuson  was  received  witb 
loud  applause  when  his  name  was  announced  by 
the  president  and  when  he  rose  to  respond.  He 
spoke  In  bis  peculiarly  intere^inn#"  conversa- 
tionaltananner,  delishtfut%  to  the 

airaience.  Referring  to'  the  unavoidable  absence 
of  Governor  Cong,  be  said  there  was  a singular 
appropriateness  in  the  present  situation,  in  that 
whereas  be  fancied  Endicott  in  his  time  thought 
there  was  one  governor  too  much,  so  todav,  for 
those  who  were  assembled  here,  there  was  one 
governor  too  little.  Alluding  to  the  hospitality 
which  Salem  ever  showed  its  guests,  the  speaker 
said  that,  after  all,  the  thought  bad  come  to  him 
that  this  hospitality  was  divided,  for  whereas  the 
Institute  was  furnishing  him  with  food,  he  was 
retrospectively  supplying  it  with  a place  whereon 
to  feed,  tor  he  fancied  that  the  spot  on  which 
they  were  assembled  was  a part  of,  the  old  Hig- 
ginson  farm,  and  therefore  his  own  family  prop- 
erty retrospectively.  I wish,  said  he,  to  be 
equally  hospitable,  and  therefore  I am  as  happy 
to  see  you  here  as  if  1 owned  all  these  fathers’ 
acres.'  1 do  wish  that  John  Higginson  had  be- 
queathed me  his  Neck.  [.Laughter.]  There  is 
an  impression  that  leads  us  to  consider  our  New 
England  ancestry  as  plain  and  prosaic,  possessing 
nothing  to  compare  with  the  feuaalism  of  classic 
days.  I renounce  this  idea.  There  is  no  ancestry 
prouder  than  the  ancestry  of  these  men  and 
woaien  who  sit  around  me  today.  No  ancestry 
can  bring  up  prouder  recollections.  There  is 
nothing  more  elegant,  more  thoughtful,  more 
touching  than  the  early  annals  of  Cambridge,  the 
letters  of  Winthrop  and  the  journals  of  Frances 
Higginson.  The  surrounding  beauty  of  this  spot 
was  never  painted  in  more  appropriate  colors 
than  as  they  painted  it,  and  the  sweetness  of  heart 
and  the  feeling  of  tenderness  in  the  letters  be- 
tween husband  and  wife  are  nowhere  found  more 
finely  expressed  than  in  the  letters  of  John  Win- 
throp;  although  she  was  his  third  wife,  and  much 
of  that  peculiar  sweetness  may  have  come  from 
long  and  protracted  practice.  [Laughter.]  In 
closing  he  paid  tribute  to  the  work  of 
the  Essex  Institute,  and  to  Salem  as  th<» 
home  of  Hawthorne.  He  trusted  that  the 
Institute  would  continue  its  researches  until 
it  had  ascertained  the  origin  of  the  red  and  yel- 
low flowers  which  covered  the  waters  of  the  bay 
as  described  by  Francis  Higginson,  and  thus  vin- 
dicate the  veracity  of  his  ancestor.  [Laughter.]
